Tux prospects of a splendid Republioan
trinmph in our State at the appronching eleo-
tions are dally growing brighter.

Lincoln’s Memory Insulted at a
Johnson Sercenade.

Straws show which way the wind blows, and
an incident of this character reveals more
clearly than a volume of argument could the
animus of the wretched men in Washington
who now surround Andrew Johnson and
direct his course. An open and brutal insult
to the memory of Abraham Lincoln, an implied
endorsement of the foul crime that compassed
his untimely death, is censidered a fitting in-
cident of an oooasion devoted to the honor of
Andrew Johnson! And he listens to this
horrible insult to the nation, and the nation’s
revered martyr, without a word of reproof or
remonstrance !

Well may these sympathizers with assassi-
nation assume that Andrew Johnson is in no
danger of being shot, He is doing their work
too well, gerving too faithifully the feul spirit
of rebellion and treason, to be in any danger
of the fate of Abraham Lincoln.

The public have been slow to believe that
the plot to assassinate Mr. Lincoln extended
beyond Booth and a few similar insignifioant
characters; bnt it would require only a few
more incidents like this omne to reverse the
popular judgment, and to fasten the convie-
tion in the minds of people generally that the
murderous conspirsoy was shared by those
who have so directly and opeunly profited
by, and rejoiced over, its results.
